By 1 Cent 





The lowest Metropolitan 
Water District tax rate since 
1934-35 was established Aug 
22 when the District boa 


of Directors authorized a re 
cuction in the District tax 
rate from 16 cents to 15 cent 
per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion for the coming year 

Joseph Jensen District 
Board Chairman, pointed « 

hat this is the llth time in 
the last 12 years that the Dis- 
trict has cut its tax rate 

“These reductions are 
line with the Board's policy 
to relieve the taxpayers of 
‘ax payments as rapidiv as 

le,” Jensen declared 

“At the present time the 
District's water sales reve- 
nues are sufficient to cover 
all costs of operating the Colo- 
rado River Aqueduct and to 
meet a substantial part of 
the capital costs.” Jensen 
| Stated. 

He pointed out that all cap- 
| ital costs of a large domestic 
water supply cannot be paid 
initially. or for a number of 
years, from water revenues 
alone. This is because, at 
first, the use of water from 
}a hew supply is relatively 
small, he said. 
| “Thus it is necessary to 
| supplement water sales re- 
venues with taxes to mieet 
capital costs. However, as is 
shown in this instance, as wa- 
ter sales increase, the 
| taxpayer pays less and less,” 
| Jensen said. 
| The District official pointed 
Out that the District’s tax 
rate has been cut vear after 
year from a peak of 50 cents 
}in 1945-46 to 15 cents in 1961- 
62. He said that this continu- 
‘ing tax reduction has been 
effected even though during 
the past nine years the MWD 
|) has carried forward an aque- 
|duct expansion program re- 
}quiring an investment of 
$220 million. 
| The Metropolitan Water 
District extends into the six 
|counties of Los Angeles, Or- 
ange, Riverside, San Bernar- 
dino, San Diego and Ventura 
It has a popualtion Of approx- 
imately 7.5 million and an 
assessed valuation of $148

Jensen said that cities and 
areas within the MWD are 
;not required to meet assess- 
;ments made against them 
| from taxes but may pay these 
|charges from water or other 
revenues 

He stated that Burbank, 
;Culver City, Glendale, Pa- 
sadena and San Diego wil] 
levy no taxes next year to 
| pect their MWD obligations
